The retirement has been 
carried out methodically | before 
the pressure of a steady succession 
of Fresh German reserves’ which 
are suffering enormous loases. 

‘“‘The situation is being faced 
with splendid courage and resolu- 
ition. The dogged pluck of our 

roops has for the moment _check- 
catie cease -rush of the ene-| 
my, and the French. have now 
joined in the struggle. But this 
Nbattle, the greatest and most mo- 
menous in the history of the 
world, is only just beginning. 
Throughout it the French and

Less than 1500 school and 
training planes had been produced 
Seven British battle planes had been 
produced, Six were under readjust- 
ment after completion, and as yet un- 
fit for service. 

The great Curtiss plant at Buffalo, 
covering forty acres, had produced 
only cxe machine, a_ Bristol model 
that could not leave the ground ex- 
cept for a few feet. The plant should 
turn out fifty planes a day. Not one 
fighting plane was turned out during 
February, The contract was for 
twenty-five planes in that month, 

Not one of the Model T fying boats 
had been delivered up to March 15. 

The Journal charges that delays are 
caused through misfits and changes 
deliberateiy designed to cause such 
delays. One plant that had only 
turned out elghteen motors since last 
June were early {n March given an 
ordr for 300 additional Model F boats. 
Similar conditions exist in all the 
Plants, Instead of orders betng sixty 
days behind schedule, they are many 
months behind. 

The Journal charges delay and 
mishandling all along the line, the re- 
sult of deliberate intent to hinder the 
effective -articipation of the United 
States in the war. A committee ap- 
pesnted by the president is investigat- 
ng.

Roland and Major Shaw Explain Workings of Act to Large 
udience of Veterans—Many Questions Asked Respecting Lean |g .jeme of Education in City Can- 


Cc. F. Roland and Major Robt. J 
Shore, of the returned soldiers’ len 
settlement commission, addressed 4 
large audience of veterans at the G, 
W. V. A. clubrooms last night. Mr. 
Roland outlined the act and explain- 
ed its workings, while to Major Shore 
fell the task of answering the multi- 
tude of questions which the returned 
men asked, dealing with all possible 
phases of the land settlement ques- 
tion. Keen interest was shown and 
the explanations by the members of 
the board were full and lucid, A 
hearty vote of thanks was given at 
the conclusion of the meeting, which 
lasted until nearly midnight. 

Mr. Roland, after saying that the 
question of expropriation of land was 
one that would have to be settled 
later, pointed out that with only from 
15 to 18 per cent. of the land under 
cultivation in the Western provinces 
there was eurely room for all. Ex- 
propriation, with land at $20 per 
acre, allowing for $6000 for each sol- 
dier, would mean, with 100,000 ap- 
plications, a total expenditure of a 
billion and a half of dollars. It was 
a large problem. The apeaker thought 
that with the Indian reserve, the C. 
N. R. and the grazing lease land which 
would be available, it would not be 
necessary for the government to go 
into expropriation to any extent, 
However, as the commission had only 
been on the job a few weeks, it was 
impossible to make any definite an- 
nouncement with respect to the ap- 
portionment of jand at present time. 
There was no need of any great rush. 


The Loan Feature 


It was the loan feature of the act 
that the commission was devoting its 
wttention to just now, and it was in 
this that the boys were particularly 
interested, They were doubtless famil- 
iar with the terms of the act, which 
provides that the government will 
loan money up to $2500, at 5:per cent., 
to a veteran for farm development 
| purposes and assist him in every prac- 
ticable way to make a success of the 
venture. 

In making these loans the commis- 
sion must first of all be satisfied with 
the agricultural capacity of the land 
and then ot the ability and spirit of 
the man to carry it on,

The following report covering the 
activities of the publicity department 
of the Board of Trade during the 
past year was submitted at the last 
regular meeting of the board: 

A year ago the publicity committee 
appealed to the members of this board 
of trade and to the loyal citizens of 
Edmonton, all of whom in our opin- 
ion ahould be members of the board, 
for funds to carry on a modest cam- 
paign of advertising to bring good 
farmers to our fertile lands, The re- 
sponse to our appeal was that the 
membership of the board was dou- 
bled and that we were able to publish 
a book describing the Edmonton dis- 
trict. So far as we are able to learn 
this is the only book of its kind ever 
published by the board without as- 
sistance froin the city treasury and 
it is a matter of some little pride to 
us that we were not obliged to appeal 
to the city at a time when its finan- 
clal position was so difficult. 

As pointed out in the secretary's 
annual report, we have published 5000 
of these books. We are distributing 
them to a selected list of prospects, 
ueing a eystem of post cards and cir- 


jcular letters to line up our prospects, 


The books are not mailed out until 
a request is received, so that we are 
sure that the prospect has some inter- 
ext in us before we send him a book. 
Our system and the results we haye 
obtaine were submitted to Mr, Her- 
Vanderhoof of Chicago, an ad- 
vertising man who spectalizes = in 
western land. According to his re- 
port we @re getting our prospects at 
a cost of about 40 cents each, while 
$1.50 to $2.00 each is the amount cal- 
culated on by land men. 

This year we shall not have the 
initial coste, such as setting up the 
book, and we can therefore, get out 
another run of the books for just 
about 60 per cent of last year's cost. 
We can therefore conduct our work 
even more efficiently than we did 
jast year. Jn other words the work 
ls started and what money we get 
now can be used to keep it going aud 
to increase it,

“DECLARESEACH ALBERTA URGE FEDERAL GOVT. 


GOVT. MUST AID 


not Well Be Much Re- 
duced in Cost 


Members of the Edmonton Public 
School board had a four-hour session 
on Wednesday night in the attempt to 
reduce the estimate of $715,000 which 
has been presented to the city as the 
@inancial requirements of the board 
for the current year. 

So far, the deliberations of the 
board have resulted in an estimated 
saving of about $12,000. It is propos- 
ed to consolidate the working of the 
household arts and the manual arts 
and to fix a scale of charges for sup- 
plies in these sections of instruction. 
The proposal to entirely cut out the 
manual arts was considered, but was 
not thought to be a wise step, It is 
thought that the changes will save 
about $7000. Another saving of about 
$5000 is proposed by increasing the 
fees charged at the technical school. 

A suggestion made by Trustee Frost 
that the kindergarten classes should 
be discontinued has been left over, as 
the chairman is strongly opposed to 
the idea. 

Chairman Rea considers that fur- 
ther economies can be effected by re- 
ducing the money spent on supplies, 
also the music and arts departments, 
and in the central administration by 
reorganizing the office staffs. 

Superintendent Carpenter threw out 
the suggestion that a saving of some 
$12,300, in his estimation, could be 
made, by throwing back the expense 
of supplies on to the pupils. , 

Trustee Bishop gave an emphatic 
negative to this, remarking that it 
was going to throw the burden on to 
the man who was struggling to bring 
up a family, and relieve the old bache- 
lor, who refused to get married. 

Trustee McPherson also said that it 
was going to place the burden on the 
wrong shoulders. 

Increase the Fces 


During consideration of the expense 
of the Technical school, Mr. Clendenin, 
headmaster, said that the fees could 
be increased, and he estimated that 
an additional $3000 could be secured 
by such means. 

The school management committee 
was asked to draw up @ special scale 
‘of fees for the ensuing term for night 
land day classes at the Technical 
|school, and also the charges for the 
| supplies. 

It was estimated that by this a sav- 
ing of some $5000 could be made. 
| “To my mind, we should concentrate 
our efforts to securing more help from 
!the provincial and Dominion govern- 
}ments, rather than to attempt any 
modification of the type of education 
that we are giving in the schools,” 
said Trustee Duggan, following an ine 
teresting statement of the cost of run- 
ning the school and the heip received 
from the government,,which he sub- 
mitted *o the board, 

Mr. Duggan said that in regard to 


each pupil per year was $81, and 
towards this the provincial government 
made a grant of $1.85 per head. He 
called attention to the disparity be- 
tween the attitude taken up by the 
British government and the govern- 
ment in Canada, in view of the fact 
that education was generally supposed 


to be considered to be of great im-| 


portance in Canada. In spite of the 
|enormous cost of the war, the British 
| sovernment had decided to increase 
the school grants by several millions, 
the age for compulsory attendance had 
also been extended hy one year, and 
attendance at night classes after leay- 
ing had also been made compulsory. 
Here nothing more had been done, al- 
though assistance had been forthcom- 
‘ing for development of the livestock 
| industry and other matters. Something 
{should have been done for the educa- 
tion of the children who were as im- 
| portant as registered stock. When at- 
| tending the legislature recently he 
| heard the minister of agriculture 
| boasting that he had secured a million 
dpllars for the department of live- 
stock. In the face of this there was 
a lamentable lack of interest in edu- 
cation, both on the part of the pro- 
vincial and Dominion governments. 
Mr. Duggan stated that in respect 
to the high school the average cost 
per pupil was $150, and towards this 
in 1917, the provincial government | 
contributed $4200. The average cost

On the Brink, 

An Ottawa dispatch confirms the 
report that the government pro- 
gram calls for a billion dollars 
uring the current year. That the 
public can, through taxes and 
oans, supply any such amount of 
oney is not probable. That the 
government will conscript the 
lunder of the profiteers, and thus 
reduce the amount demanded 
roin the gefieral public, is tot to” 
be hoped for, The alternative is 
financial paralysis, which may in- 
rolve the crippling of our war ef- 
ort, to say nothing of the suspen- 
sion of ordinary government serv- 
ices. It is no wonder Sir Thomas 
White is in California for the 
benefit of his health. It is timely 
to hope that he will recover not 
only his physical vigor, but a 
sense of the responsibility which 
goes with the honor of directing 
the country’s finances. As minis- 
ter of finance it was the particular 
duty of Sir Thomas to husband 
the national means, to see that for 
every dollar spent in this time of 
crisis a dollar’s value was obtain- 
ed; to the end that Canada could | 
put its utmost strength into the 
war, stay in to the finish, and 
emerge in condition to make rapid 
recovery from the adverse effects. 
That he has not done so is patent. 
Parliamentary committees and 
royal commissions have verified 
the evidence apparent on every 
hand that the war has been made 
the excuse and cover for whole- 
sale waste and. spoiliation, For 
every dollar that has told in real 
blows upon the enemy another 
dollar has been squandered 
through ministerial folly or stol- 
en, The necessary effect has been 
to double our liabilities and re- 
duce our reserve «i uational 
wealth. The bills for the carnival 
oi extravagance and graft are 
now to be paid, at a time when 
every dollar counts as a dollar 
never did before and probably 
aye can again. Sir Thomas

Charter Changes. 

The municipal law committee 
‘refused to recommend that the 
legislature empower the city coun- 
cil to arrange street railway fares 
on the zone system. The refusal 
seems to have been due to the 
consideration. that charging in 
‘proportion to the distance tray- 

ed would work.a hardship on 

fdents of out-lying districts, 
ere is an illusion in this view 
of the case. The alternative way 
to make the street railway self- 
{sustaining is to increase the 
‘amount of the standard fare, and 


jto the greatest advantage, 


‘ 


that is really profitable. To put 
the system ‘‘on its feet’’ financial- 
ly by increasing the ‘‘flat’’ fare 
the fare must be raised to a point 
where the remaining traffic would 
make up the present deficit and 
also the lost short-haul business. 
And when that point was reached 
it is quite probable that the resi- 
dent in the out-lying district 
would find himself paying more 
than he would have to pay under 
the zone system. The notion that 
the street railway can somehow 
or other be run in defiance of bus- 
iness principles yet without im- 
posing injustice is a miscalcula- 
ton, Causes still produce results, 
and killing the profitable part of 
its business is no better way of 
improving an enterprise than it 
ever was. Either the street rail- 
way must collect revenue in pro- 
portion to the service rendered, 
or the deficit must: sooner or later, 
be added to the tax bills. 

The committee also cut out the 
amendments giving the council 
power to translate the city’, «1t- 
standing debentures into so-cuiled 
‘‘stock.’’ As the proposal did not 
seem to offer advantages to the 
taxpayers in keeping with the 
sweeping powers the council asked 
for, its elimination is to be ap- 
proved. While the scheme no 
doubt originated in a desire to se- 
cure powers which could be used 
as occasion offered to the advant- 
age of the city, the statutory auth- 
ority to juggle at pleasure with 
more than thirty million dollars 
worth of city paper would be a 
standing menace to the solvency 
of the city and the rights of the 
taxpayers should we ever be affiic- 
ted with a council disposed to ex- 
ercise the power for persona 
profit or other ulterior purposes. 


Government Help Needed. 

Maximum food production can 
only be brought about by co-oper- 
ation between the Government and 
the individual. The individuals in 
the calculation may be divided 
into two classes; farmers, and 
town men who might be induced to 
go on farms, The farmer may be 
relied upon to do his bit in so far 
as his means and circumstances 
will allow, without any compulsion 
or urging from the Government. 
Patriotic impulse and the oppor- 
tunity for personal profit both 
drive him in that direction, But 
Government co-operation should 
e able.to.do. something.in,the way 
of inducing city men to go on 
farms; and also to enable the men 
already on the farms to produce 
and 
therefore in the greatest amount. 
Government guaranteed prices for 
food products for the next two or 
three years would enable the far- 
mer to offer wages for farm hands 
on yearly contracts which would 
draw men from the cities, and 
would also induce men now in the 
cities to buy or rent farms on their 
own account. Some form of Gov- 
ernment assistance to capable, re- 
liable and experienced men who 
wish to start in the farming busi- 
ness, and the removal of the duty 
from all kinds of farm implements 
and necessities, would further aid 
the process of concehtrating the 
labor power of the country on the 
land. 


Charter Tirkering. 


Three score and ten amend- 
ments, or thereabouts, are being 
incorporated in the city charter 
at this session of the legislature. 
Outside the office of the city solic- 


itor it is doubtful if any individ- | 


ual, in the legislature or out of it, 
understands what will be the ef- 
fect if these amendments are past 
sed. It is not possible that the 
private member of the legislature 
should be so familiar with such 
an involved piece of legislation as 
our city charter, and with the in- 
numerable amendments that have 
been made to it, that he should be 
able to forecast offhand the effect 
of these new alterations to which 
he is being asked to give his con- 
sent, This fact suggests that the 
system of introducing charter 
amendments to the legislature as a 
private bil! is open to very serious 
objection. A private bill. is. one 
for which the government assumes 
no responsibility. If it becomes 
law the private members are 
chargeable with the consequences. 
It is not fair that the private mem- 
bers of the legislature should be 
asked: as they are in the present 
instance, to amend an act which 
they do not understand, in direc- 
tions which they understand still 
less. Neither is it fair that the 
taxpayers of the city should be at 
the merey of such a haphazard

Winnipeg will build a large mail 
order warehouse at Regina this 
summer. The Robert Simpson Co. 
of Toronto have had such an es- 
tablishment in Regina for the 
past two years. The T. Eaton Co. 
have also a mail order warehouse 
at Saskatoon, The pushing west- 
ward of these two great depart- 
mental store organizations of To- 
ronto is evidence that they are do- 
ing business on a large scale and 
with profits satisfactory to them. 
The Eaton and Simpson stores of 
Toronto have drawn to themselves 
an enormous percentage of the 
business of the city of Toronto 
and of the province of Ontario— 
of the outlying parts of the prov- 
ince even more than of the city. 

What has been done by Eaton’s 
and Simpson’s in Toronto, the 
Eaton Co. have done in Winnipeg. 
Their great departmental store in 
Winnipeg has drawn business from 
all parts of the prairie west. Now 
both companies have invaded the 


central section of the west, and the 


results of their operations are al 
ready felt throughout Alberta as 
well as throughout Saskatchewan. 
With distributing warehouses at 
Regina and Saskatoon, they intend 
to do a mail order business 
throughout the province of Alber- 
ta as the original establishments 
in Toronto are doing throughout 
the province of Ontario. 

This is a-fit subject for earnest 
thought by retail dealers through- 
out the West, and particularly by 
dealers in Edmonton whose hope 
of business success depends on at- 
tracting the retail trade of the 
surrounding points—and what is 
generally called tributary territory 
—to the city. By the distribution 
of their catalogs through the mails 
these outside establishments reach 
their customers at every post of- 
fice—in the city of Edmonton as 
well as at outlying points, By dis- 
tributing from Regina and Sas- 
katoon they cut delay in delivery 
from Winnipeg at least by half in 
all cases, and very much less than 
half in most. The business that 
goes to these mail order houses is 
lost both to the local and city mer- 
chants. There is no doubt that 
the reason why Edmonton has not 
shared more largely in the great 
agricultural prosperity of the sur- 
rounding country during the past 
two, years_is because of the activi- 
ties of the Eaton and Simpson 
mail order houses. Every town 
}and village and cross roads store 
has the same record. 

This is a condition that calls for 
serious consideration and concert- | 
ed action on the part of the retail 
trade of every city where such 
action can be taken. It is not pos- 
|sible for the retail merchants in 
{the smaller towns and villages to | 
|co-operate in meeting the condi- 
| tions, but in a city such as Edmon- 
ton it is possible, and cannot be | 
undertaken too soon. The individ- | 
jual dealer who competes single- | 
| handed against the enormous eapi"

jat a tremendous disadvantage. 
| But by uniting forces it should be 
possible to meet, their competition, 
The success of the metropolitan 
departmental store depends on 
publicity and service. Service 
could not bring success without 
publicity, nor publicity without 
service, But in combination they 
have produced a marvellous suc- 
cess, and have in a large ineasure 
revolutionised retail trade condi- 
tions, 

While the mail order house | 
|makes it easy for the customer 
to buy, it does not give the cus- | 
tomer the oportunity of selection 
that comes by actually visiting a 
llarge centre of business such as 
Edmonton’ where there is a wide | 
range. of choice, and where ecus- 
tomers can make their own com- 
parisons as between the different 
styles and qualities of the articles | 
desired. This is the side of the cus-

New York. March 26.—-Fire follow- 
ing a series of unexplained explosions 
destroyed the six-storey: buiiding of 
the Jarvis Warehouse company ear{ 
the Erie railrond terminal in Jersey 
City late today and badly damaged 
the Erle repair shops. No loss of life 
hed been reported tonight. The ma- 
terial damage the Jersey City police 
and fire officials place at $1,500,000. 
Stores, housed in the building, said to 
have Included a quantity of chemicals, 
were a total loss. 

The cause of the explosion has not 
et been determined, although a rigid 
nvestigation was begun at once by 
federal, state and city authorities. 

The first of the terrific detonations, 
which oecurred shortly after three 
o'clock, shook windows in down-town 
Marhattan and caused considerable 
alarm, Visions of another Black Tom 
disaster or a bombardment by the 
Germans were in many minds, Burn- 
ing cinders which rose in the heavy 
cloud of black smoke were carried by 
the wind acroas the North River and 
fell along the watefront, 

While the excitement was at its 
height the rie ferry house, a three- 
storey structure in West Street, on the 
New York side of the river, was dis- 
covered to be on fire, A lighter close 
by, loaded with several hundred bales} 
of cotton, also was blazing flercely and| 
still further south, the Hoboken ferry 
slip @ the Lackawanna rallroad was 
on fire. | 

The Erle ferry house was aflame} 
from the second story to the roof. | 

These fires were easily extinguished 
by the New York firemen, many of}

Tomorrow will mark the beginning of old Cy Young's fifty-sec- 
ond annum on varth, for Denton Tecumseh was born on March 29, 
1867, in Gilmore, Ohio, The marvel of the baseball world, whose sal- 
ary wing withstood the strain and stress of twenty-two major league 
seasons, and whose record of victories constitutes a mark at which 
all his successors will probably shoot in vain—such was Old Cy 
Young. 

It was in July, 1910, that Cy hung up his 600th major league 
victory. At that time he had lost 302 contests, making a:total of 
802 games twirled in the big show. That practically ended his 
career, for he took part in only seventeen games after that, winning 
eight of them, ‘The total for his major league career is 819 games, 
with 608 victories. 

Christy Mathewson was once looked upon as a possible rival of 
Denton Tecumseh in the durability record race, but that day is past. 
He was the only pitcher of the present era who came any way near 
that record. 

It is a curious fact that in 1906 old Cy Young was seemingly all 
through, played out, done for. That season he won thirteen and lost 
twent-one games, The previous year he had lost one more game 
than he had won, being the first time in his history that hie balance 
was on the wrong side of the ledger. At the close of the 1906 season, 
when it was said that Cy was a goner, his record stood 435 won to 
255 lost. Yet for three seasons after this slump old Cy took his 
regular turn in the box, and won well over half of his games, having 
Pyenty-one victories to eleyen defeats while with the Red Sox in 
1908,

Although Marvin Hart never ranked very high in the opinion of 
boxing fans, and his claim to the heavyweight championship was 
generelly regarded as “phony,” he turned a trick thirteen years ago 
today that only two other white men accomplished. It was on March
